They begin by taking out all of the 
dead wood and deceased parts that 
are too far gone to sav e. 
Then the 
decay ed matter in the trunk and the 
limbs of the trees is remov ed. 
The 
cav ities are filled with asphalt and 
waterproofed with pitch. 
Then the 
cav ity is cov ered with zinc and the 
tree is then in such a condition that 
it will grow as it did when it was in 
a Eealthy condition. 
If the cav ity from which the de­ 
cay ed matter is remov ed is so large 
that 
the asphalt 
placed in it is in­ 
jured by the sway of the tree, bolts 
and joists are placed in the asphalt 
so that the sway ing of the tree 
by 
winds will do no harm. 
Weak limbs 
that may be made weaker by the a t­ 
tacks of parasites are chained to­ 
gether as tightly as possible so that 
they may not blow outward from one 
another and then there is no danger 
of them breaking off. All limbs which 
are remov ed from the trees are flush­ 
ed or made ev en with the limbs or 
trunk from which they protruded so 
that the bark will grow ov er and the 
tree will be preserv ed. 
The company which is engaged in 
this sort of work in nil parts of ihe 
United States, aeording to the rep­ 
resentativ es here, holds that it is 
detrimental to the life of a shade 
tree to top it or trim it. 
The leav es 
of a tree are to it as lungs, stomach 
and other organs are to man. 
They 
take the food for the tree from the 
air and assimilate it so that it may 
liv e. 
If leav es and limbs are remov ­ 
ed the chances for the tree to liv e 
are lessened. 
The representativ es here say that 
there are 
approx imately 
fifty -fiv e 
thousand different kinds of parasites 
which attack trees, and that trees, as 
animals and men, should be doctor­ 
ed. 
The fungi attacks "weaken the 
tree so that it is unable to withstand 
strong winds and other things which 
may tend to tear it down. 
The company which has the con­ 
tract for the work here conducts a 
forrestrv school 
at 
Kent, 
Ohio, 
known as the Dav ey Institute of Tree 
Surgery . 
The representativ es hav e 
receiv ed any number 
of 
inquiries 
from local people concerning their 
work and it is highly probable that 
they will get sev eral other contracts 
here.

If Miss Keen accomplishes this feat

Many Attempts Made.
